Gov. Major declared to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent today that he feels 
certain the Legislature will adopt home 
rule measures for St. Louis. 

“My position on this question,” said 
the Governor, “‘has not changed a par- 
ticle. 

“I stand just where I did at the be- 
ginning of my campaign. The party plat- 
form is for home rule without any ‘ifs’ 
or ‘ands.’ ”’ 

‘Would the passage of a home rule 
bill, subject to the approval of the 
voters of St. Louis, be legal?’ 

“It seems to me the only way that 
could be done would be through the 
referendum, and that would require a 
vote of all the people of the State upon 
the proposition. 

“Before the primary election I said in 
my speeches and in public interviews, 
both in St. Louis and other parts of the 
State, that I regarded home rule for the 
large cities as a fundamental Demo- 
cratic principle. 

Prefers Elective System. 

“My individual view was that the po- 
lice and excise boards should be non- 
partisan and the Commissioners elected 
by direct vote of the people. 

‘In my message to the Legislature, 
however, I promised to sign any reason- 
able home rule measure and at no time 
have I taken a position against the ap- 
rointive system. 

“T have not attempted to sway the 
judgment of the Legislature on this or 
any other matter pending before it. 
There has been no intimation from me 
os to how the Legislature should act 
en this or that home rule bill and there 
will be none. 

‘It is my earnest belief that the Dem- 
ocratic majority, in whom I have the 
most implicit faith, will carry out every 
pledge in the Democratic State platform. 
I'he home rule plank is clear and explicit 
and I am sure it will not be disregard-

New York Hears Morgan Has Re- 


covered His Good Health. 

NEW YORK, Feb, 17.—From authori- 
tative sources it is learned that J. P. 
Morgan had an acute attack of indiges- 
tion three or four days ago, but it 
passed off and he is now in his usual 
health. He is leaving Alexandria today 
on the Caronia for Naples and is due in 
Naples Feb. 26. He expects then to 
take his usual journey up through Italy. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. also received a 
cablegram from Morgan. It was dated 
Cairo and said Morgan was in good 
spirits and probably would stay a fort- 
night. 

Reports of Morgan’s illness alarmed 
speculators in the New York stock mar- 
ket and when trading began stocks were 
unloaded in large amounts. Bull traders 
hastily closed out contracts and there 
was also heavy selling by the bears. 
Prices broke abruptly. 

In all the speculative leaders there 
were ‘‘wide openings.’’ The first trans- 
actions in steel amounted to more than 
5000 shares at 62 to 60%, a maximum de- 
cline of 2 points. Sales of 1500 Union 
Pacific broke the price of that stock to 


155, a two-point decline. Reading suf- 
fered a like loss. Aside from steel, the 


so-called ‘Morgan stocks were fairly 
steady. International Harvester and 
Erie were only (fractionally lower. 
Losses throughout the market ranged 
from four points in the case of Canadian 


of railroad and industrial stocks. 

The reassuring reports concerning 
Morgan's condition soon stemmed the 
tide of selling, and at the end of the 
first hour the market was steady and 
prices had reached a slightly higher 
level. 

Shortly before leaving America, the 
financier was subjected to an all-day 
inquisition by Attorney Samuel Unter- 
myer, counsel for the Money Trust In- 
vestigating Committee of the House of 
Representatives. 

Expected to Stay Until August. 

J. Pierpont Morgan sailed from New 
York Jan. 7, this year on board the 
steamship Adriatic. His ship soon after 
departing from the pier, went aground 
off Governor's Island and was refloated 
later without suffering any damage. 
Morgan arrived in Naples on Jan. 23 
and visited the ruins of Pompeli. Jan. 
24 he left Naples for Alexandria, Egypt, 
and arrived there Feb. 17 with the in- 
tention of visiting the fields of ancient 
relics being explored under the auspices 
of the Metropolitan Museum of New 
York. 

It was stated at the time of Morgan's 
Geparture by some of his intimate 
friends that he probably would not re- 
turn to the United States until August. 

No anxiety was felt in regard to the 
financier’s health when he left New 
York and no physician accompanied him 
on his voyage.

Those dis- 
patches came through promptly. The 
Mexican Embassy declared that no dis- 
patches whatever had been received 
there and that it was depending upon 
press news for its information of the 
fighting in Mexico City. 

The army has gone as far as it can 
under present arrangements for a pos- 
sible troop movement to Mexico. The 
plan to send an expeditionary force from 
Galveston has been confronted with 
some difficulties in obtaining merchant: 
ships. The Quartermaster-General has 
an opportunity to get some cattle ships, 
but it would take a week to fit them 
out. It may be decided to send some 
of the transports at Newport News 
around to Galveston. 

Meanwhile, with the army practically 
marking time, and the navy standing by, 
officials waited in suspense today for 
news of the stirring events which are 
believed to be taking place behind the 
veil at Mexico City.

The writ also is directed against the 
Electric Construction and Maintenance 
Co., directing the company to show by 
what authority it claims the contract for 
installing an electric lighting system in_ 
Webster Groves. 

An injunction was issued Saturday by 
Judge McElhinney at the request of 
David I. Zukers of Webster Groves, en- 
joining the city officials from entering 
into a contract with the Electric Con- 
struction and Maintenance Co. for the 
street and commercial lighting of that 
place. 

Agreed to Pay Share to City. 
The lighting controversy dates back 
several weeks to the time when bids 
were advertised for for lighting Webster 
Groves streets and business houses. One 
of the specifications of the bids, accord- 
ing to Zukers, was that at least 1 per 
cent of the gross receipts of the com- 
pany from commercial lighting should 
be paid to the city in consideration of 
the franchise. 
The Western company filed its bid con- 
taining a clause binding it to pay 1% 
per cent of its receipts to the city. The 
Electric Construction and Maintenance 
Co. offered to furnish the street lights 
at $383 a year less than the Western 
company, but failed to agree to pay any 
of its receipts to the city, it is alleged. 

Kinstein’s Company Wins. 
The Board of Aldermen gave the con- 
tract to the Electric Construction Co. 
Several citizens demanded the contrac: 
te let to the Western company, because 
of the revenue it would bring to the city. 
A. C. Einstein, president of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. of St 
Louis, is president of the Electric Con- 
struction and Maintenance Co., but is 
personally not named in the mandamus | 
vr injunction suits. F. R. Mott, for- 
merly of St. Louis, is president of the 
Western company. 
Einstein told a Post-Dispatch reporte: 
Monday the claims of the rival com- 
pany are frivolous. He said nearly all 
the residents of Webster Groves are sat- 
isfied with awarding the contract to his 
company. , 
“The Western company was trving to 
put something over, but they fell down,”’ 
Finstein declared. “Their bid on the 
various lights required -were inconsistent 
and were too -high.’’ 
He said the bid of his company in- 
cludes the 1 per cent clause contained in 
the specifications, although it was not 
mentioned specifically.

A collisfon between a Southampton street car 
and a switch engine at Tower Grove crossing’ 
ushers in a week of important possibilities in 
grade separation.

The wisdom of President Taft’s course 
resisting the pressure for intervention in Mexico 
is demonstrated. The situation in Mexico City 
has been well handled by the foreign ministers 
and has greatly improved. Provision has been 
made for the safety of foreigners and there is 
good reason to expect that the war between the 
Madero and Diaz forces will be settled with a 
minimum of danger to foreign residents. Consider- 
ing the nature of the struggle in the center of the 
city, foreign residents have suffered remarkably 
little injury and loss of life. 

If Mr. Taft shall succeed in tiding over the 
crisis without involving the United States with 
responsibility for the restoration of order and 
the setting up of efficient government in Mexico, 
he will earn the lasting gratitude of Americans. 
He will save his country from an arduous task 
and a bitter experience. He will save Lis country 
from incalculable loss in lives and money and 
from aywaging fever of jingoism, the results of 
which cannot be foreseen. He will crown his 
official record with an achievement of fine, strong 


statesmanship. 
In his wise “hands-off” policy, Mr. Taft has the 
support of all sincere American patriots. 
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Half of the suffrage army from New York has 
survived as far as Philadelphia. If the opposi- 
tion would only melt as fast as the army what a 
walkover it would be. 

CASTRO’S EXCLUSION ILLEGAL. 

As interpreted in the Castro case, the immigra- 
tion law was made to take on a resemblance to 
the old alien and sedition laws. Fears that we 
had suddenly been put back a century or so are 
dissipated by the court decision declaring that the 
departmental rulings are illegal and that Castro 
is entitled to admission to the country. No inter- 
est is sacrificed in the decision. It means that 
persons cannot be excluded by official caprice, on 
such a showing as that made against the former 
Venezuelan dictator. In the event of misbehavior 
on his part during the next three years he can be 
excluded without violence to the law. 

This decision and Mr. Taft’s veto of the illiter- 
acy test preserves a historic American policy as 
to persons seeking an asylum in this country. 
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The retiring administration is filing about 
four antitrust suits per diem. It is evidently 
making a record to which to point with pride in.

Hiven the sardine will turn, like the worm, and 
we perceive the sardine turning in many cities 
against the cruel tyranny that unduly crowds 
him. In Philadelphia, for example, the condi- 
tions of street railway service are so much like 
our own that we moved sympathetically by 
the Quaker publie’s woes. ' 

The Philadelphia sardine ts being jammed and 
packed into the cubic space of cars in order to 
pay returns to people who never invested any 
money. The Philadelphia transit stock is two- 
thirds water, and. it is made to pay 6 per cent 
dividends. This is how the Philadelphia Even- 
ing Times explains the distressing situation: 

All of the surface street car tracks and 
rolling stock and franchises in this city were 
at one time owned by the Union Traction Co.- 

The capital stock of this company was $30,- 
000,000. It was divided into shares of $50 

each. Only $10,500,000 of this stock was ever 

actually paid in. That is, the holder of each 

' stock certificate with a face value of $50 paid 
only $17.50 on that certificate. 

When the P. R. T. took over the stock and 

property of the Union Traction’ Co. it guar- 
anteed to pay the holders of the Union Trac-” 

_tion stock 6 per cent on the face value of 
their stock. 

By this agreement each stockholder is be- 
ing paid 6 per cent dividends on the $17.50 
he actually tnvyeeted and also on the $32.50 
he never invest 

In the egaregate this means that 6 pe: 
cent dividends are being paid on $10,500,000 
that was really invested and also on $19,- 
600,000 that was never invested. This latter 
represents “water.” 

Six per cent on $19,500,000 is $1,170,000. 

That is the amourt of robbery that is prac- 
ticed on the straphangers of Philadelphia ev- 
ery year. 

It takes 20 nickels to make a dollar. It 
takes 23,400,000 nickels to make $1,170,000, 
which is what is being taken from the strap- 
hangers of Philadelphia every year and given 
to the holders of the Union Traction stock for 
money they never invested. . 

St. Louis will read this story understandingly. 
Cur United Railways boasts that it has never 
paid a dividend on its common stock, but its 
common stock by no means represents all of its 
water, It has an authorized issue of $42,000,000 
first mortgage bonds, and $20,000,000 of 5 per 
cent cumulative preferred stock. On the latter 
it paid dividends for ten years. In 1911 it paid 
$2,740,306 interest on its outstanding bonds and 
other obligations.

‘A “center of highest pressure” is the important 

factor in causation, he tells us. Five such centers, 
and only five, exist in the world, but the one that 
has brought despair to the coal man and reduced 
the sale of woollens to a sad and unremunerative 
minimum is found in the North Atlantic. Its po- 
sition north from the equator is fairly constant in 
latitude 32, but its distance from the American 
coast shifts. The winds that sweep around this 
center of pressure when it is in the latitude of the 
Azores complete their course without touching 
land to the West. When, however, its latitude is 
near that of Bermuda, its winds blow over a large 
section of the country, carrying warmth and heai- 
ing off cold air currents from the north. That 
ig the longitude in which the capricious o!d center 
is doing busines this year, and, consequently, while 
they are shivering west of the Rockies and north 
of the Canadian line, the United States east of 
the Rockies has become almost a continental Ha- 
wali. 
Mr. Moore's failure to tell why this beneficent 
center is not always in the Bermuda longitude is 
suspicious. That jit is due to Weather Bureau 
neglect and that he has something to conceal is 
obvious. The duty of seeing that it stays exactly 
where it is at present. and that it is not per- 
mitted to shuttle back and forth on parallel 32 
in this whimsical and disappointing manner is re- 
served to the promising new administration.
